Text af Rosenfeld’s Statement. 

Manager Rosenfeld gave as his reason for 
refusing to give the required information 
the fact that C. H. Poppenhusen’s name was 
signed to the communication as a member 
of the committee. Poppetihusen, he said, 
was connected with another company and he 
feared that the information used might be 
given to their competitor.| Rosenfeld gave 
out a statement in the afternoon in which 
he explained his position and his hopes. The 
text of the statement, in part, is as follows: 

* The committee called upon me this arter- 
noon and I shall reply to their request in a 
letter tomorrow morning. The insurance 
department is making an investigation which 
will undoubtedly demonstrite the falsity of 
the statements made in the complaint.

Much checulatson prevails as to whither 
Lord Curgon on his return to England will * 
reénter the house of commons and will offer 
himself as the representative of any con- 
stituency at the forthcoming general elec- 
tions. He is a clever debater and-forceful 
talker, and his presence in the house of cam- 
mons means as much to his friends as to his 
foes. It may be remembered that at. the 
time when he was appointed viceroy. of 
India, and was elevated to the peerage, he 
particularly insisted upon having an Irish, 
barony, so as to admit of his returning to the 
house of commons 

The act of union between England and Ire- 
land, passed 100 years ago, expressly pro- 
vides that ‘! any person holding any peerage 
of Ireland shall not be disqualified theréby 
from serving any county, city, or borough of 
Great Britain in the house of commons, un- 
less he shall have been previously elected as 
a representative peer to sit in the house of 
lords of the united kingdom. But so longias 
he sits in the house of commons he cannot 
claim privilege of peerage or be elected a 
representative peer of Ireland, and he is lia- 
ble to be sued, indicted, and tried as a com- 
moner for any offense with whith he may be 
charged.” 


~ 


The unionists bave an overwhelming ma- 
jority among the representative peers of Ire- 
land, and also among the nonrepresentative 
peers of the Emerald isle. It would be 
within their power, should a vacancy occur 
among-the representative peers, to secure the 
election of Lord Curzon to fill it, and unless 
he happened to be a member of the house of 
commons dt the time, he would have no op- 
portunity of escaping the unwelcome honor, 
and would| be debarred for the remainder of 
his life from figuring in the house of com- 
mons. 

Lord Palmerston remained to the end of 
his days—he was long past 80 when he 
died—a member of the house of commons, 
the only member of that chamber to wear 
the Order of the Garter, and throughout his 
career he was obliged to observe the utmost 
vigilance to prevent his foes from driving him 
out of the house of commons, and shelving 
him in the upper chamber by securing his 
election as a representative peer of Ireland: 

Should Lord Curzon reénter the house of 
commons, he would create a precedent, as I 
do not believe there hae ever been a case be- 
fore of a former viceroy of India occupying 
a seat in the house of commoené.

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Some Famous Avkeutehn Bells. 


{From Leslie’s Weekly.] ne 

There is a bell at Washington, D, C.; Ghose 
history Miates back to ‘the beginning: ‘of 
modern elyilization on. this Continent. It is. 
a trifling affair as régards size, its dimen-. 
sions being only 8x6% inches, yet, its notes 
have sounded to call. the .great discoverer 
Columbus to ptayer:and worship. It was 
brought’ from Spain tn December, 1493, and 
set up in @ church at Santo Domingo, It 
was the spéctal gift of King Ferdinand, dnd 
bears the initial of his name, “ F,”’ in old 
Gothic characters upon its surface. When 
La Vega, the new City of the Plains, was 
founded, church and bell were bodily re- 
moved to-.it. 

Among the largest and most complete 


chimes in the United States is the one hang-* 


ing in the bell tower of Holy Trigity church, 
Philadelphia. “Most chimes are made up of 
from eight to a dozen Bells. Thé one at Holy 
Trinity, however, is composed of no less than 
twenty-five of the bronze-throated musical 
instruments. .These are hung upon horizon- 
tal bars located one above the other, the first 
holding seven, the next five, the next sevé@n, 
and the next three, while three others, two 
large and one small one, swing from an inde- 
pendent frame situated higher up in the bel- 
fry. Christ church, Philadelphia, also has an 
interesting set of bells. They are more than 
a century and a half old. They have wel- 
comed many a famous visitor to that town, 
so rich in American memories and traditions. 
In 1774 they rang for the last time on the 
birthday of the king of England, and July 
4, 1776, together with the old bell in Liberty 
hall, they patriotically proclaimed “ liberty 
throughout the land unto all the inhabitants 
thereof.” 

The bell in the steeple of the First Baptist 
church at Providence, R. L, the church or- 
ganized, as tradition says, in 1639 by Roger 
Williams, was cast in London about the year 
1775. . It first bore this inscription: “ For 
freedom of conscience the town was first 
planted. Persuasion, not force, was used by 
the people.” In 1787 the bell was broken and 
had to be recast. It was then made to bear 
this inscription: “ This church was formed 
A. D. 1689, the first in the state, and the old- 
est of the Baptists in America.” It was re- 
cast again in March, and also in September, 
of the year 1844. It now bedrs the inscrip- 
tion: . This church was founded in 1639 by 
Roger Williams, its first pastor, and the first 
asserter of liberty of conscience.
